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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a plasma display apparatus having , inter alia, a conductive plate which 
is provided on the board and provides electrical couplings between said first and second 
outputting circuits and said connector, wherein said conductive plate includes a first 
area connected to the first outputting circuit and a second area connected to the second 
outputting circuit, said first area and said second area being substantially line-symmetric 
(claim 1 ), or provides an electrical coupling between said outputting circuit and said 
connector, wherein a difference between a maximum and a minimum of a voltage 
change between the first electrodes and the second electrodes is equal to or less than 5 
volts when sustain discharge currents run between the first electrodes and the second 
electrodes (claim 17) . The remaining claims 2-16 are allowed by virtue of their 
dependencies on the independent claim 1 . Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 
through 17.
